ANOTHER DAY COMING. 


It is hard to understand why the workers of the state voted 
down the éight-hour law. Few districts in the state gave the law a 
majority. In Richmond, where this paper made a strong fight for 
the law, it carried, but almost everywhere else the people, the work- 


ing people, decided that eight hours was too short a working day. 

Fighting the bill were the exploiters of the workers—the big 
corporations and the M. M. & E. 

They pleaded for months for the salvation of the state by the 
defeating of the measure. Metaphorically they got down on their 
knees before the worker and with tears in their eyes said: ‘‘Please, 
please, kill this iniquitous measure. Don’t cut down your hours of 
labor, because if you do you’ll take some of our profits away.’’ 

Strange to say, the worker, well knowing that eight hours of 
labor is amply sufficient for any man and that thousands of his class 
were unable to get work, hearkened to that ery of the exploiters and 
voted for their interests. 

The defeat was not unexpected, but the decisiveness of the de- 
feat was a little disappointing. 

But another election day is coming and another after that. And 
the measure will go onto the ballot time and time again until it is 
eventually placed on the statute books of the state. It is inevitable 
as the sunrise. 

The men who backed up the eight-hour law at this election are 
not going to meekly accept defeat. They are already laying plans 
to make another fight for it. 

Like proverbial truth, it gets up after being slammed to earth. 


NOW, WHAT ABOUT EMERSON? 


Now that the tumult and the shouting of the election has died, 
what about J. P. Emerson, well known dynamiter and employe of the 
moribund Stockton Merchants, Manufacturers and Employers’ Asso- 
ciation?

The working people, especially those who are organized into 
unions for their own protection, are keenly interested in Mr. Em- 
erson and Mr. Emerson’s erstwhile employers.
